Method and result of the experiments 



{I) Preparation of samples 

The Aloe vera juice was manufactured according to Yongcha iyudha et 

al. 

Specifically, about 120 g of Aloe vera gel was crushed using a 
electrical blender to obtain about 100 ml of Aloe vera juice. 

(2) Method for experiments 

lOOg of the Aloe vera juice (Sample 1) was freeze-dried to remove water, 
followed by Sample 1 was weighed. 

(3) Results 

The mass of freeze-dried Sample 1 was about 1.9 g. Therefore, the 
Aloe vera juice contains about 1.9% by mass of solid content.
